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Editorial  Comment 


WHEN  the  next  issue  of  The  Record  comes  out,  in 
January,  the  campaign  for  increased  endowment  and 
expansion  will  have  ended,  its  success  or  failure  will  have 
then  been  determined ;  for,  as  the  Alumni  and  the  friends 
of  the  College  have  been  advised,  the 
General  Education  Board  has  placeil 
December  31st,  next,  as  the  final  date 
at  which  their  offer  of  $100,000  will 
be  withdrawn  unless  by  that  time  the 
$225,000  to  be  raised  from  other 
sources,  as  the  condition  upon  which 
this  offer  was  made,  is  in  hand. 

Strenuous   efforts    have   been    and 
will   continue   to   be  made  up  to  the 
last    moment     to    secure     the     funds 
necessary    to    receive    this    generous 
offer,   the   largest  single   gift   in   the 
history    of    the    institution.     Appeals 
have  been  sent  out  to  all  Alumni  who 
have  made  pledges  to  anticipate  the 
time  of  the  payment  of  these  pledges, 
even  if  this  has  to  be  done  at  a  sacri- 
fice.   Even  so,   the  fund  would  still 
be    short    of    the    necessary    amount. 
Many    have    generously    made     the 
sacrifice ;  others  say  they  will  before 
the  time  limit  expires ;  others  regret- 
fully  say   it   is   impossible ;   and   yet, 
there  are   hundreds  of  Alumni   who 
could  if  they  would,  but  have  not  as 
yet    contributed    anything.     Some    of 
these    for   lack   of   means,   but   more 
from  lack  of  interest,  and  some  have 
held  back  because  they  felt  their  con- 
tribution would  be  too  small  to  be  of  any  value.    Nothing 
could  be  a  greater  mistake.    The  failure  to  contribute  even 
the  little  that  one  might  feel  he  could  give  may  spell  failure 
for  the  undertaking,  while  the  making  of  this  contribution, 
small  though  it  may  be,  may  spell  its  success.    The  stake  is 
too  great  a  one  to  give  up  without  effort ;  nay,  even  at  a 
sacrifice. 

Let  the  next  issue  of  The  Record,  therefore,  instead  of 
appeals  which  it  has  successively  made,  contain  the  good  news 
which  Alumni  everywhere  are  waiting  for:  That  the  cam- 
paign has  met  with  success.  For  it  means  more  than  the 
mere  attainment  of  the  object  sought.  It  means  the  further 
substantial  assistance  and  ultimate  complete  financial  inde- 
pendence. 
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THE  SUMMER  has  passed  with  its  usual  quiet  on  the 
"Hill."  Visitors  there  have  been,  but  rather  fewer  than 
usual.  A  number  of  the  faculty  have  been  away  for  then' 
vacations.  It  has,  however,  proved  the  hottest  and  driest  in 
the  memory  of  anyone  now  living. 
The  greenness  of  the  campus,  which 
was  remarked  on  by  so  many  at  Com- 
mencement, has  long  since  been  sup- 
planted by  a  dull  brown.  The  sun 
has  beaten  down  with  relentless  per- 
severence  and  we  have  stood  it  as  best 
we  could.  Even  so,  other  sections  of 
the  country  have  suffered  more  and  the 
community  has  managed  to  carry  on. 
Fears  were  felt  that  the  drought, 
coming  on  the  heels  of  the  financial 
depression  already  existing,  would 
seriously  cut  down  the  attendance. 
Nevertheless,  the  session  opened  on 
Wednesday,  September  loth,  with 
two  hundred  and  fifty-one  students 
enrolled ;  only  twenty  less  than  last 
session  and  greater  than  that  of  the 
preceding  year.  Much  of  the  de- 
pression will  be  dissipated,  activities 
and  business  stimulated  as  soon  as  the 
parched  ground  has  once  more  slaked 
its  thirst  with  soaking  rain  and  the 
drought  of  1930 — a  record  for  years 
to  come — will  be  but  a  memorv. 


Rf\NDOLPH-MACON  College,  our  sister  institution, 
will  celebrate  its  one  hundredth  birthday  this  month. 
The  editors  take  this  occasion  to  felicitate  her  on  this  notable 
event  to  congratulate  her  on  this  century  of  work  well  per- 
formed and  duty  well  done.  Her  contribution  to  the 
education  of  young  men  of  Virginia  and  the  South  has 
been  conspicuous.  High  standards  of  character  and  scholar- 
ship have  always  been  insisted  on  and  maintained.  Her 
students  have  always  taken  a  front  rank  as  gentlemen,  with 
whom  it  has  been  a  privilege  for  the  students  of  our  own 
college  to  mingle.  Her  teaching  force  has  been  kept  at  the 
top  notch  of  efficiency.

Its  Ge?tesis  and  IVhat  It  Is

A  QUARTER  of  a  century  is  a  considerable  period  of 
time.  From  the  very  beginning  of  history  opinion  has 
differed  as  to  the  propriety  and,  I  might  say,  the  morality  of 
certain  forms  of  amusement  and  diversion.  Things  which 
some  people  hold  as  innocuous,  others  regard  as  fraught  with 
evil  consequences.  Twenty-five  years  ago  more  people  held 
strict  views  with  regard  to  the  propriety  and  nioralit>'  of 
dancing,  for  example,  than  obtains  to-day,  though  there  are 
still  a  number  who  regard  this  pastime  with  high  disfavor  and 
.some  even  with  condemnation. 

In  1903,  as  I  now  recall,  complaints  from  certain  sources 
reached  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  dancing  among  the 
College  students  was  contrary  to  the  standard  of  good  morals 
and  the  Board  of  1  rustees  thereupon  passed  a  resolution  for- 
bidding dancing  on  College  property.  The  only  place  on  the 
"Hill"  available  for  this  form  of  amusement  was  the  College 
(lyninasium  and,  upon  this 
action  being  taken,  this  terp- 
sichorean  form  of  diversion 
ceased.  The  results  were  even 
better  than  some  had  hoped 
but,  at  the  same  time,  other 
results  followed  which  the 
advocates  of  this  inhibition  had 
not  foreseen.  The  following 
Commencement  ( Commence- 
ment in  those  days  being  the 
great  gala  occasion  of  the 
entire  season)  became  a  hol- 
low .sort  of  an  affair  so  far  as 
the  gathering  of  young  people 
was  concerned.  Practically  the 
only  students  who  remained 
were  the  few  who  were  receiv- 
ing their  degrees  and  some  of 
their  parents  and  a  few  visit- 
ing older  Alumni,  nearly  all 
nf  the  other  students  having 
gone  home  immediately  after  the  standing  of  their  last 
examination.  The  visiting  girls,  who  heretofore  had  come 
in  great  numbers  and  had  lent  the  chief  charm  to  the  occasion, 
were  limited  to  some  one-half  dozen. 

Not  only  so,  but  the  attendance  the  next  year  was  greatly 
affected.  At  this  point,  certain  of  the  Alumni  felt,  with 
Hampden-Sydney  located  out  in  the  country  and  with  few- 
amusements  or  diversions  for  the  students,  at  that  time 
reached  only  by  horse-drawn  vehicles  over  muddy  roads, 
which  took  anywhere  from  one  and  one-half  hours  to  two 
hours  to  traverse  the  seven  miles  betueen  Hampden-Sydney 
and  Farmville,  that  something  should  be  done  to  meet  this 
situation.  They  had  no  desire  to  offend  or  go  counter  to  the 
wishes  of  those  in  authority.  It  occurred  to  them  that 
property  might  be  acquired  and  a  building  erected  in  which 
these  dances  could  continue  off  the  land  owned  by  the  College 
and,  at  the  same  time,  close  by  where  the  amusements  could 
be  under  the  supervision  of  the  College  authorities.  The  then 
President  of  the  College  was  consulted  and  he  stated  that

the  College  authorities  would  have  no  objection.  Some  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  were  also  consulted  with 
the  same  assurance.  As  evidence  of  the  friendly  spirit  of  the 
promoters,  the  Club  "was  named  the  "Comity  Club,"  the 
name  having  been  suggested  by  the  late  Dr.  Henry  C.  Brock. 
Then  it  was  that  appeals  were  made  to  Alumni  and  friends 
for  funds  with  which  to  carry  out  this  plan.  I  do  not  recall 
at  this  time  the  amount  which  \\'as  secured  in  this  way,  but 
it  was  certainly  less  than  $1,000.00.  A  committee  of  young 
ladies  approached  Major  Richard  M.  Venable,  of  Baltimore, 
a  distinguished  Alumnus  of  the  Class  of  1857  for  a  con- 
tribution. His  reply  was  that  if  a  corporation  was  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  the  title  he  would  convey  to  this 
corporation  one  of  the  pieces  of  property  which  had  been 
o\\ned  by  the  Union  Theological  Seminary,  then  located  at 
Hampdeji-Sydney,    and    which    he    had    purchased.     Older 

Alumni  will  recall  that  there 
were  two  frame  houses  be- 
tween the  Venable  residence 
and  Hart's  store,  containing 
some  eight  rooms  each,  called, 
respectively,  by  the  good 
Presbyterian  names,  "Edin- 
burgh" and  "Geneva,"  which 
had  been  used  as  dormitories 
for  Seminary  students.  The 
corporation  v\as  chartered  in 
September,  IC04,  and  immedi- 
ately Major  Richard  \'enab!c 
conveyed  one  of  these  houses  to 
it.  In  February  following,  at 
the  intermediate  celebration, 
after  certain  remodeling  of  the 
lower  floor  of  this  house,  the 
first  dance  was  held  since  the 
ukase  from  the  Board  had 
gone  into  effect  and  the  place 
was  crowded  with  dancers, 
returned   to  these  festivities  in  large

Ihe  yourjg 
numbers. 

About  two  years  later,  finding  the  quarters  rather 
cramped,  further  money  was  secured  and  a  ballroom  built 
on  the  rear  of  this  house.  Several^vears  after  this  the  ballroom 
was  again  enlarged  by  increasing  its  depth  by  fifteen  feet. 
A  little  later,  the  building  was  equipped  with  electric  lights 
and  water  and  toilet  facilities.  In  1926,  the  size  of  the 
ballroom  still  proving  inadequate,  a  considerable  further 
addition  was  made,  so  that  now  it  is  sixty  by  fifty-five  feet 
and  can  comfortably  care  for  between  seventy-five  and  one 
hundred  couples  at  a  time.  It  is  a  pleasing  room  and  the 
dances  held  at  Hampden-Sydney  have  attained  an  enviable 
reputation  for  their  attractiveness,  for  the  good  order  which 
always  obtains  and  by  reason  of  the  charm  of  the  young 
women  who  are  only  too  glad  to  attend  these  affairs. 

This  corporation  is  controlled  by  eight  directors.  There 
was  no  stock  issued,  but  the  title  to  the  property  and  its 
management  is  in  the  hands  of  these  directors.    The  method

pursued  to  iinancc  tlie  enterprise  has  been  to  have  each 
student  who  makes  use  of  this  property  to  pay  annual  dues. 
In  addition  to  this,  the  upper  floor  is  rented  out  as  a 
dormitory.  By  this  means  sufficient  revenue  has  been  obtained 
to  make  the  improvements  mentioned  and  to  keep  up  the 
property,  paying  the  taxes  and  insurance. 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  know  the  names  of  the  first 
Board  of  Directors,  some  of  whom  are  still  on  this  Board. 
They  were:  Miss  Susie  Venable,  Miss  AI.  B.  Brock  (now 
Mrs'.  H.  C.  Thornton),  Mrs.  Mary  S.  \'enable.  Dr.  W.  H. 
Whiting,  Jr.,  Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Bagbv,  Lucy  K.  Dunnington 
(now  Mrs.  E.  S.  Shields),  Nelly  G.  Morton  (now  Mrs. 
H.  I.  Brock)  and  Robert  K.  Brock.  Three  of  the  original 
directors  are  still  on  the  Board.  Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Bagby  was 
the  first  president. 

There  are  many  who  feel  that  the  launching  of  this 
enterprise  at  the  time  when  the  College  was  at  a  low  ebb 
did  a  great  deal  to  prevent  it  from  actually  going  out  of 
existence.  Certainly,  it  added  most  materially  to  the  pleasure 
and  the  entertainment  gf  hundreds  of  young  men  who  have 
been  at  one  time  or  another  students  at  the  College.  While, 
with  the  coming  of  the  automobile  and  good  roads,  the 
former  isolation  of  Hampden-Sydney  has  been  overcome 
and  the  time  necessary  to  go  from  Hampden-Sydney  to 
FarmviUe  has  been  reduced  from  an  hour  and  a  half  to 
fifteen  minutes,  this  does  not  of  itself  provide  all  the  amuse- 
ment which  young  boys  are  entitled  to  and,  in  many  cases. 
are  accustomed  to  at  their  homes,  and  so  their  diversions  at 
Hampden-Sydney  are  still  few  compared  with  institutions 
located  in  cities  and,  for  this  reason,  the  function  of  the 
"Comity  Clvib"  is  the  more  important. 

Alumni  of  Former  Days

IT  HAS  BEEN  learned  that  Dr.  Richard  Eggleston 
Farrar  and  Dr.  Stephen  Farrar,  his  brother,  both  of 
the  Class  of  1833,  \\-ere  students  under  Dr.  John  Peter 
Mettauer  at  his  Medical  School  at  old  Prince  Edward 
Court  House. 

Dr.  Richard  Farrar  at  one  time  lived  at  old  Prince 
Edward  Court  House  (now  Worsham),  at  the  home  after- 
wards owned  by  Dr.  Berkeley,  and  later  by  Mr.  Dunkum, 
and  now  owned  by  Mrs.  Charles  \'cnable.  He  sold  this 
pl.ice  and  built  the  home  now  occupied  by  Mr.  Thornton 
Baskerville — known  for  many  years  as  "The  Terry   Place." 

Dr.  Stephen  F'arrar  went  to  Jackson,  Mississippi,  and 
lived  and  died  there.  He  became  an  eminent  physician  and 
one  of  the  leading  citizens  of  Jackson,  and  has  descendants 
there.  

George  Washington  Clement 

In  the  Cjenealogy  of  the  Clement  family,  by  Mrs.  N.  E. 
Clement,  I  find  another  "lost"  Alumnus,  Cjeorge  Washing- 
ton Clement.    He  was  probably  of  the  Class  of   1807. 

He  was  a  son  of  Adam  Clement  and  his  wife,  Agnes 
Johnson,  who  were  married  in  1765.  Mrs.  Clement  states 
that  George  Washington  Clement  "was  educated  ai 
Hampden-Sydney  College  and  later  studied  medicine  in 
Philadelphia."  He  was  a  student  in  the  Medical  Department 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in   1809  and   1810. 


I'lie  following  recommendation  was  given  him  by  Rev. 
William  Shields  Reid,  D.  D.,  who  was  President  pro  teni 
during  the  remainder  of  the  College  year,  after  President 
Archibald  Alexander  resigned  in  1806. 

"Hampden-Sydney  College,  February  27,  1807. 

"I'liat    the    bearer,    Mr.    G.    Clement,    has    conducted    while    a 

student  at  this   place  with   the  strictest   propriety   and   decorum   and 

that   he   leaves   us   with   an    unblemished    moral   character   is   hereby 

certified.

The  Lacy  Family 

William  Sterling  Lacy,  D.  D.,  was  the  grandson  of  Rev. 
Drury  Lacy,  who  was  the  son  of  William  Lacy,  a  V^irginia 
planter. 

Drury  Lacy  was  born  in  Chesterfield  County,  October,  5, 
1758;  was  an  instructor  for  many  years  in  Hampden-Sydney 
College;  was  later  Vice  President  and,  after  the  resignation 
of  President  Smith  in  1788,  was  acting  President  until 
1796,  when  he  retired  to  his  plantation  known  as  Mt.  Ararat; 
was  for  many  years  clerk  of  Hanover  Presbytery;  was  re- 
peatedly a  delegate  to  the  (jeneral  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  and  Moderator  of  that  body  in  1809. 

An  accident  in  his  youth,  due  to  the  explosion  of  a  gun, 
destroyed  his  left  hand  and  required  the  protection  of  his 
wrist  by  a  silver  cup,  on  account  of  which,  and  because  he 
possessed  a  voice  singularly  sweet  and  sonorous,  he  \\as 
frequently  referred  to  as  "Lacy  with  the  silver  hand  and 
silver  voice."  He  died  in  18 1 5  and  is  buried  in  the  grounds 
at  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  at  Philadelphia. 

Drury  Lacy's  son.  Rev.  Drury  Lacy,  A.  M.,  D.  D.,  was 
born  in  Prince  Edward  County,  August  3,  1802;  was  a 
graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney  College;  pastor  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  at  New  Bern,  N.  C,  1833-1837;  pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  1837-1855; 
president  of  Davidson  College,  1855-1861  ;  served  as  chaplain 
in  the  Confederate  service,  1862-1865;  (lied  at  the  residence 
of  his  son,  William  Sterling  Lacv,  at  Jonesborough,  N.  C, 
1884. 

One  of  the  sisters  of  Drury  Lacy,  II,  married  Rev. 
Samuel  Davies  Hoge,  son  of  Rev.  Moses  Hoge,  President 
of  Hampden-Sydney.  Samuel  Davies  Hoge  was  the  father 
of  Moses  Drury  Hoge,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Richmond. 

The  mother  of  Dr.  ^Villiam  Sterling  Lacy  was  Williana, 
daughter  of  William  Wilkinson  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth 
Smith.  She  was  related  to  the  Hawes  family,  of  Richmond, 
and  to  Dr.  B.  M.  Smith,  of  Hampden-Sydney. 

William  Sterling  Lacy  was  born  at  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
March  25,  1842.  AVhen  thirteen  years  of  age,  he  entered 
Davidson  and  graduated  in  1859;  then  studied  for  the 
ministry  at  LTnion  Theological  Seminary,  Hampden-Sydney. 

When  \"irginia  troops  were  called  out  in  1861  he  wished 
to  enlist,  but  his  father  was  opposed  until  after  the  fall  of 
Fort  Donelson,  then  gave  his  consent,  and  young  Lacy 
became  a  member  of  the  Rockbridge  Artiller\-,  February, 
1862.  Stonewall  Jackson  gave  him  and  his  comrade,  George 
H.  Gilmer  (son  of  Governor  Gilmer),  a  leave  of  absence — 
furlough — of  sixteen  days  to  obtain  their  ministerial  licen.se. 
They  rejoined  the  command  just  before  the  battle  of 
McDowell.  Here  he  was  transferred  to  the  Danville  Battery 
and  participated  in  all  tlie  actions  of  the  \'alle\'  Campaign 
from  McDowell  to  Port  Republic.  He  was  in  many  sub- 
sequent battles. 

Dr.  Lacy  married,  October  10,  1S88,  Marv  C.  Shepherd, 
of  (nilf,  N.  C.

Charles  Clifton  Penick 

Edwin  A.  Penick,  father  of  Charles  Clifton  Penick,  was 
born  in  Prince  Edward  County,  in  1821  ;  was  a  farmer.  He 
entered  the  C.  S.  A.  in  April,  1862,  as  a  private  in  Company 
D  of  the  38th  Virginia  Infantry,  and  died  two  days  after 
the  battle  of  Sharpsburg  from  wounds  received  in  that 
battle.  The  maternal  grandfather  of  Mr.  Penick  (C.  C. 
Penick)  was  Clifton  Hamner,  of  Virginia,  who  was  a 
Lieutenant  of  Cavalry  of  the  War  of  18 12. 

Charles  Clifton  Penick  was  born  in  Charlotte  County, 
December  g,  1843,  and  passed  his  boyhood  days  mainly  in 
Pittsylvania  County,  near  Danville.  He  attended  the 
Military  Academy  in  Danville  and  from  there  entered 
Hampden-S)dney  College,  where  he  had  been  studying  but 
three  months  when  the  ordinances  of  secession  were  passed. 
On  April  10,  1861,  he  enlisted  in  the  service  of  the  State 
and  was  mustered  in  as  a  private  in  Company  D  of  the  38th 
Virginia  Infantry.  Mr.  Penick  was  appointed  Quarter- 
master-Sergeant of  the  38th  Virginia  Regiment  and  served 
in  this  capacity  throughout  the  war. 

During  the  major  part  of  the  four  years  the  regiment 
served  in  Armistead's  Brigade  of  Pickett's  Division  and  made 
a  glorious  record  for  endurance  and  bravery.  Among  the 
battles  in  which  Penick  participated  were  First  Manassas, 
Seven  Pines,  Malvern  Hill,  Warrington  Springs,  Second 
Manassas,  Harper's  Ferry,  Sharpsburg,  Fredericksburg,  The 
Suffolk  Exposition,  Gettysburg,  Williams  Port,  Drewry's 
Bluff,  Second  Cold  Harbor,  Five  Forks,  Sailor's  Creek  and 
Appomattox. 

He  then  went  to  Halifax  County  and  taught  for  one 
year;  then  entered  the  Theological  Seminary,  near  Alex- 
andria, where  he  graduated  in  June,  1869,  and  was  ordained 
in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  Subsequently,  he 
officiated  as  Rector  of  the  Church  at  Bristol,  Tennessee,  until 
August,  1870.  He  was  then  called  to  Maryland  and  was 
Rector  at  Mt.  Savage  until  March,  1873,  then  at  the  Church 
of  The  Messiah,  Baltimore,  until  1877. 

Profoundly  impressed  with  the  duty  of  the  Church  toward 
the  negro  race,  and  realizing  the  situation  of  the  colored 
people,  suddenly  given  the  power  of  citizenship  without 
training,  he  determined  to  enter  this  field  of  labor.  He 
accepted  the  appointment  of  Bishop  of  "Cape  Palms  and  parts 
adjacent,"  and  went  to  West  Africa  and  served  in  that 
region  until  October,  1883,  when  he  resigned  on  account  of 
ill  health. 

On  his  return  he  was  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
at  Louisville,  Kentucky,  until  June  i,  1893,  when  he  was 
appointed  General  Agent  for  the  Church  Commission  for 
Work  Among  the  Colored  People  of  the  United  States.  In 
November,  1896,  he  went  as  Rector  to  St.  Mark's  Church, 
Richmond.  He  made  a  memorial  address  at  the  Declaration 
of  the  Confederate  graves  at  Louisville  in   1888. 


Robert  Lewis  Cobbs 

Robert  Lewis  Cobbs,  born  in  Louisa  County,  Virginia, 
December  25,  1789,  son  of  Robert  Cobbs,  Revolutionary 
soldier  and  member  of  the  legislature,  and  Anne  Poindexter, 
his  wife.  He  graduated  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  with 
distinction  in  1 809,  and  from  Jefferson  Medical  College, 
Philadelphia,  in  181 1.  He  practiced  his  profession  with 
his  brother,  Dr.  John  P.  Cobbs,  in  Amherst  County,  Vir- 
ginia. In  January,  1813,  he  rode  on  horseback  across  the 
mountains  to  join  General  Jackson,  at  Nashville,  Tennessee, 


and  was  a  surgeon  in  the  army  in  all  the  campaigns  until  the 
close  of  the  war,  at  New  Orleans.  He  returned  to  Nashville 
and  studied  law  with  his  relative.  General  William  White, 
and  practiced  for  twenty-five  years.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Tennessee  Constitutional  Convention  of  1834,  and,  sub- 
sequently, Attorney-General.  He  retired  from  practice  in 
1843  and,  unmarried,  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life  with 
his  sister,  Mrs.  Sarah  White  McAllister,  in  Virginia.  He 
died  in  1856,  on  the  presidential  election  day.  His  last  words 
were:  "I  must  get  up  and  vote  for  Fillmore." 


From  the  Dean's  Office

THE  one  hundred  and  fifty-fifth  session  opened  with  the 
regular    chapel    exercises    at    8 140    a.    m.,    Wednesday 
morning,   September   loth. 

I  hroughout  most  of  the  summer  there  had  been  many 
misgivings  as  to  the  enrollment  for  the  session,  due  to  the 
general  business  depression,  aggravated  throughout  the 
territory  of  our  patronage  by  the  prolonged  drought.  Some 
of  the  more  pessimistic  couldn't  see  two  hundred  students 
for  1 930- 1 93 1.  All  this  made  the  registration  of  keener 
interest  than  usual.  During  the  two  days  of  matriculation 
preceding  the  opening  and  the  following  days  of  the  week, 
the  question  often  heard  was:  "Wiiat  was  the  last  figure?" 

When  the  books  were  closed  for  the  week  at  noon  on 
Saturday  the  enrollment  had  reached  two  hundred  and  thirty- 
two,  with  four  or  five  students  known  to  be  on  the  "Hill," 
whose  matriculation  had  been  held  up  for  one  reason  or 
another. 

There  are  a  dozen  or  more  students  whose  entrance  or 
return  is  practically  certain.  We  have  every  right  to  expect 
the  ernollment  to  reach  two  hundred  and  fifty  by  the  end  of 
the  second  week.  In  past  years  students  dropped  in  all  through 
the  first  month,  and  unless  this  jear  is  different  from  the 
others  the  enrollment  may  be  the  largest  in  the  history  of 
the  College  with  the  exception  of  the  record  enrollment, 
two  hundred  and  seventy-four,  of  last  session. 

The  return  of  the  old  students  was  unusually  good.  Some 
few,  we  know,  failed  to  return  on  account  of  "hard  times." 
The  falling  off  from  the  attendance  of  last  session  is  in  the 
Freshman  Class,  the  difference  being  between  fifteen  and 
twenty. 

So  far,  we  cannot  see  that  the  new  class  is  lacking  in 
quality.  However,  Dr.  Allan  has  not  yet  had  time  to  apply 
liis  intelligence  test  and  reduce  the  quality  of  the  class  to  a 
matter  of  arithmetic. 

The  Senior  Class  is  about  the  same  size  as  that  of  last 
year,  and  the  number  of  degree  applicants  is  even  greater. 

The  Faculty  is  the  same  as  last  session  except  that 
Professor  M.  S.  Nininger,  of  the  Spanish  Department,  is  on 
leave  studying  for  the  doctorate  at  Columbia  University. 

Mr.  Nininger's  place  is  being  filled  by  Mr.  W.  L. 
Wea\er,  of  Hickory,  N.  C.  Mr.  Weaver  graduated  from 
Davidson  College  and  took  his  advanced  work  at  Middlebury 
College,  \'ermont.  He  was  the  Assistant  Professor  in 
Spanish  at  Davidson  College  last  session. 

At  its  last  meeting  in  the  spring  the  Board  of  Trustees 
established  the  Department  of  Physical  Education,  which  is 
in  charge  of  Coach  H.  E.  Smith.  Physical  Education  is  now 
compulsory  for  sophomores  and  freshmen.

The  best  item  about  the  poems  of  Leigh  Hanes,  Class  of  1916, 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  is  that  Leigh  Hanes  is  a  poet.  In  the 
present  downpour  of  "poems"  it  is  such  a  relief  to  pick  up  a  poet. 
What  we  have  come  to  expect  under  the  leaves  of  a  "new  book  of 
poetry"  is  a  he-man  modernist,  a  vcrc  librist,  an  axe-to-grind-ist,  a 
method-ist,  a  freak,  a  crotchet,  or  a  stench.  What  we  find  in  the 
few  wide-margined  pages  of  the  Song  of  the  New  Hercules  is 
undoubtedly  a  poet.  We  feel  like  thanking  the  little  book  for  sparing 
us   another  crank. 

Negatively  judged,  Leigh  ^Lines'  poems  seem  free  from  the 
screams  for  attention,  the  contortions  for  originality,  the  defensive 
effort  against  the  old  school,  and  the  determined  scramble  after  a 
new  that  makes  self-conscious,  to  put  it  mildly,  much  of  the  modern 
poetizing.  Positively  considered,  the  poems  seem  a  spontaneous 
outpouring  of  affection  for  the  cosmos,  of  joy  in  life;  a  most  delicate 
and  sensitive  reaction  to  beauty,  to  wistfulness,  come  upon  suddenly 
at  any  turn  of  the  path  ;  a  poignant  love  for  April ;  a  tender  under- 
standing of  Virginia;  ati  unstained  upward  vision. 

Here,  see   for  yourself: 

"  There's  a  wren  in  my  Ihroiil 
.hid  it  calls  and  it  sinrjs, 
.hid  my  heart's  a  ivhile  fiuller 
Of  mockina  bird  ivinijs; 

"Tliere's  a  robin  that's  bnuneiny 
.111  over  my  brain,

Of  crocus  and  rain.

The  one  pcicjn  that  is  five  pages  long — that  is  more  than  a  mere 
wish,  glint,  cobweb,  dew  drop — is  the  poem  that  gives  name  to  the 
collection,  "Sony  of  the  new  Hercules."  In  this  more  ambitious 
creation  we  have  somewhat  of  the  author's  philosophy,  as  well  as  of 
his  emotions: 

"With  this  niijht  upon  my  shoulder 
1  am  stronijer,  1  am  older. 
I  am  Hercules  at  last. 
Now  that  nothincf  blurs  or  blinds  me, 
Now  that  nothiny  snares  or  hinds  me  .  .  . 

I  the  human  myth  no  longer — 
/  go  out  the  man  at  last!" 

Science  makes  the  modern  Hercules,  unbinds,  frees,  gives  God- 
like power.  The  result,  however,  is  by  no  means  bold  atheism; 
rather  is  it  reverence  and  joy: 

"From  azoic  irons  flashing 
iritli  their  avalanches  crashing. 
From  the  green  slime  slowly  creeping 
Through  the  sunlight  .  .  .  seeping  .  .  .  seeping, 
I  have  crept  .  .  . 
God!   Hoixi  could  you  ever  see 
Blood  and  bone  and  love  in  mc!" 

".  .  .  Halleluiah!   Let  it  swell! 
God  can  see  the  smallest  cell — 
God  can  touch  it  with  his  breath 
Till  there's  neither  hell  nor  death! 

".  .  .  Halleluiah!   Praise  His  name! 
F.arth  and 'air  and  water,  flame, 
God  of  golden-banded  bees. 
Stamen  fingers,   blossom,  trees. 
Human  hearts  that  burst  and  bleed, 
God  the  cyst,  the  cell,  the  seed. 
The  sunlight  sealed  in  peat  and  fens — 
Spinoza's  God,  clear  up  the  lens

FROM  SCOTLAND,  from  France,  from  Missouri, 
from  Southwest  Virginia  and  from  West  Virginia,  from 
camps  of  the  North  Carolina  mountains,  from  Massachu- 
setts, from  Lake  Cicorge  and  from  Texas,  "the  Campbells 
are  coming,"  and  the  Faculty  is  a-gathering,  with  more  or 
less  sunburn  accumulated,  more  or  less  reading  done,  taller 
or  shorter  fishing  stories  in  storage,  broader  or  deeper  good 
resolutions  for  the  new  session,  and  rounder  or  squarer  bay 
windows,  according  to  the  efforts  of  the  past  vacation.  Truly, 
teaching  in  a  college  (or  in  this  College)  is  an  occupation 
attended   \\\t\\   privileges. 

From  a  still  broader  area — from  China,  from  Brazil, 
from  India,  from  Meherrin,  from  Lunenburg,  from  Farm- 
ville,  from  "away  down  in  the  dusky  dingle" — the  students 
come  slowly  home. 

The  result  of  this  happy  juncture  of  professors  and 
students,  of  new  students  and  old  students,  is  symbolized  in 
the  Student  Association  reception.  There  we  stand 
reverently,  new  and  old,  teacher  and  student,  while  the 
quartet  sings  "Old  Ilampden-Si'dney" :  there  the  Chairman 
of  the  Entertainment  Committee  introduces  President 
Eggleston,  who  officially  welcomes  the  student  body;  there 
the  Chairman  introduces  Professor  Whiting,  selected  to 
deliver  the  homih,  fitting  especially  for  the  Freshman  Class 
(ten  hours'  study,  eight  hours'  sleep,  six  hours'  recreation, 
including  daily  devotions,  young  gentlemen)  ;  there  the 
Chairman  again  introduces — this  time  Mr.  Jefferson,  the 
Student  Association  President,  who  is  host  for  the  occasion 
and  who  as  such  gives  another  welcome  to  student  and  visitor 
and  takes  occasion  to  set  forth  in  sincere  fashion  the  aims  of 
the  Christian  Association ;  there  each  old  student  is  then 
given  the  name  of  a  certain  new  student  whom  he  is  to 
find  and  ceremoniously  introduce  down  the  long  "receiving 
line"  of  Faculty,  community,  and  their  wives,  festivelv 
attired  for  the  occasion,  and  there,  finally,  when  the  last 
freshman  has  been  properly  presented  and  received,  ice  cream 
and  cake  are  mysteriously  loosed  and  the  American  rite  of 
feeding  oneself  thereon  in  celebration  of  whatever  is  cele- 
brated, and  in  token  of  whatever  is  betokened,  takes  place 
absorbedly.   The  reception  is  over. 

The  rejoicing,  however,  is  not  over.  Away  into  the 
night  the  ringing  of  the  College  bell,  the  shouts  of  the 
welcoming  sophomores  and  of  freshmen  being  still  welcomed 
fill  the  darkness  with  sounds  of  hospitality.

Mrs.  Simpson  is  at  Princeton  University  preparing  a  home 
for  the  Doctor,  who  will  stud\'  there  during  his  year's 
vacation. 

'Six.  and  ]\Irs.  Boiling  Re\iiolds  (Mr.  Reynolds  is  of 
the  Class  of  1915),  after  seven  years  in  educational  work 
in  Korea  and  a  year's  vacation  in  Paris,  are  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  Mr.  Re\nolds  is  to  be  principal  of  the  Worsham 
High  School.  He  is  an  A.  M.  of  Columbia,  where  he 
specialized  in  school  supervision.  Mrs.  Reynolds  is  the 
daughter  of  the  late  B.  King  Couper  and  Mrs.  Couper,  of 
Spartanburg,  S.  C  is  an  artist  of  promi.se,  and  both  she  and 
her  husband  are  charming  additions  to  the  College  com- 
niunitv.

Dr.  John  William  Epes,  1856

DR.  JOHN  WILLI.UI  EPES,  Class  of  1856,  was  born  May  8,  1836. 
on  a  plantation  in  Lunenburg  County,  Virginia.  His  father  was 
Captain  John  Cross  Epes,  Justice  of  Peace  and  planter,  while  his  mother 
was  Sarah  .\.  Smith,  the  daughter  of  a  well-known  planter  family  of 
Lunenburg  County.  Captain  J.  C.  Epes  and  his  brother.  Junius  Epes, 
were  the  sons  of  Peter  Epes,  who  was  born  in  England,  agent  of  Prince 
George  County,  Virginia,  scion  of  the  very  well-known  I£pes  family  of 
".\ppomattox"  and  "Hopewell,"  near  City  Point,  Virginia.  Dr.  John  W. 
Epes  was  the  younger  of  two  children.  The  elder  one,  Sarah  Lavinia, 
married  William  Eston  Randolph,  1838,  of  Clarke  County,  Virginia, 
grandson  of  Mr.  Randolph  Harrison  of  "Clifton,"  Cumberland  Count)', 
Virginia.  Dr.  Epes  was  reared  on  his  father's  old  plantation.  He  was 
sent  to  Hampden-Sydney  for  his  academic  education  and  to  the  Charles- 
ton Medical  College  and  the  Jefferson  Medical  College,  of  Philadelphia,

Class  of  1 858,  then  the  leading  Medical  School  of  America.  It  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  Dr.  Thomas  D.  Mutter,  himself  an  alumnus  of  Hampden- 
Sydney,  1830,  and  a  near  relative  of  President  William  Henry  Harrison, 
Class  of  1790,  was  the  dominant  head  of  the  Jefferson  School.  Those 
readers  acquainted  with  the  development  of  the  West  will  be  interested 
in  knowing  that  Dr.  John  Epes'  nephew  was  the  late  Hon.  Epes  Ran- 
dolph, the  creator  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  and  a  distinguished 
Virginian  of  national  achievement.  Dr.  John  W.  Epes  was  tempted  to 
locate  in  Alabama  through  the  influence  of  his  uncle,  Junius  Epes,  who 
had  preceded  him.  He  located  at  "Jones  Bluff,"  Sumter  County.  The 
name  was  later  changed  to  Epes.  Dr.  J.  W.  Epes  married,  in  October, 
1858,  Miss  Martha  J.,  daughter  of  W.  R.  and  Millicent  Thomas,  of 
Edgcomb,  N.  C.  Dr.  Epes  saw  service  under  General  Forrest  in  his 
cavalry  corps.  He  left  a  number  of  children.  Miss  M.  M.  Epes  of  Epes, 
Alabama,  is  his  daughter.  Dr.  Epes  was  a  man  of  strong  personality. 
As  a  physician,  planter  and  later  a  merchant  he  has  left  a  creditable 
record.  

Thomas  Gary  Johnson 

A.  B.,  A.  M.,  p.  D.,  LL.  D. 

DR.  JOHNSON,  the  first-honor  man  of  the  Class  of  1882,  has  long 
been  a  landmark  at  Union  Theological  Seminary,  holding,  at 
different  times,  most  of  the  important  chairs  in  that  institution,  a  mar- 
vel of  scholarship  and  a  bulwark  of  the  faith.  After  thirty-nine  years  of 
service  he  has  been  relieved  of  active  duty  and  has  been  chosen  Professor 
Emeritus.  When  this  action  was  taken,  the  Trustees  of  the  Seminary 
presented  to  the  retiring  professor  a  silver  platter  bearing  the  following 
inscription:  "A  token  of  esteem  and  Christian  affection  from  the  Trus- 
tees of  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia  to  Thomas  Cary  Johnson, 
D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  in  commemoration  of  thirty-nine  years  of  consecrated 
and  conspicuous  service  as  Professor  of  English  Bible  and  Pastoral 
Theology,  1891-92;  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History  and  Polity, 
1892-1913;  Professor  of  Systematic  Theology,  1913-30."  A  silver  bowl 
also  was  presented  to  Dr.  Johnson  by  members  of  the  student  body, 
expressing  their  admiration  for  his  work. 

Dr.  Johnson  was  born  in  Monroe  County,  W.  Va.,  in  1859;  is  a 
graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney,  a  "green-ticket"  man  of  the  University 
of  Virginia,  an  alumnus  of  Yale  College,  and  a  graduate  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary. 

In  his  early  ministry  he  w.is  selected  by  Dr.  Robert  L.  Dabney  to  be 
his  assistant  in  Austin  Seminary  and  in  the  LTniversity  of  Te.xas.  In  the 
one,  he  taught  Greek  and  Hebrew  Exegesis;  in  the  other,  he  was  assis- 
tant in  Philosophy.  Later  he  served  the  Third  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Louisville,  Ky.,  whence  he  was  called  to  the  Seminary. 

Dr.  Johnson  is  not  only  a  profound  theologian  and  versatile  scholar, 
hut  he  has  been  a  prolific  writer.  Lives  of  Dr.  B.  M.  Palmer  and  of  Dr. 
R.  L.  Dahney  show  a  wide  knowledge  of  the  ecclesiastical  and  political 
history  of  the  United  States  and  particularly,  of  the  South;  they  also 
reveal  marked  literary  finish  and  power.  He  is  the  author  of  many 
articles  and  pamphlets  dealing  with  educational  and  theological  topics, 
especially,  of  course,  matters  connected  with  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Dr.  Johnson  married  Mrs.  Ella  Bocock  Price,  widow  of  Rev.  Charles 
Dabney  Price,  1884,  and  daughter  of  Hon.  Thomas  S.  Bocock,  1838,  the 
Virginia  statesman.  His  son,  Thomas  C.  Johnson,  Jr.,  1915,  one-time 
professor  of  English  at  the  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  and  of  History 
and  Political  Science  at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  is  now  a  member  of 
the  Faculty  of  the  University  of  Virginia. 

Dr.  James  Portor  Smith,  President  and  Professor  of  Systematic 
Theology  in  the  Presbyterian  Seminary  in  Brazil,  has  been  chosen  to 
take  up  the  work  which  Dr.  Johnson  lays  down.

Dr.  J.  S.  Edie,  the  father,  was  born  in  Brooke  County,  Va.  (now 
W.  Va.),  November  27,  1798,  of  sturdy  Scotch-Irish  Stock.  Having 
graduated  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1825,  in  1826  he  married  Miss 
Elizabeth  Randolph  White,  of  Prince  Edward  County,  and  moved  to 
Christiansburg,  Va.,  to  take  charge  of  a  school  which  he  taught  suc- 
cessfully for  three  sessions.  In  1829  he  moved  to  Lewisburg,  Va.  (now 
W.  Va.),  for  the  purpose  of  studying  medicine  under  a  Dr.  Baldwin. 
Here  and  at  L'nion,  Monroe  County,  he  taught  school  and  read  medicine. 
During  his  sojourn  there  his  wife  died.  The  young  man  went  to  a  medical 
school  in  Cincinnati  and  graduated  in  1831,  after  which  he  returned  to 
Christiansburg,  Va.,  and  commenced  the  practice  of  medicine  and  for 
more  than  fifty  years  he  continued  in  active  practice.  In  1832  he  married, 
as  his  second  wife,  Miss  Amanda  M.  Miller,  daughter  of  Dr.  Joseph 
Miller,  of  Christiansburg. 


We  quote  from  an  article  by  Rev. 
Daniel  Blain,  in  The  Montgomery 
Messenger  o{  March  11,  1887:  "Dr. 
Edie's  clear  mind  and  studious 
habits  fitted  him  for  the  mastery  of 
the  science  of  medicine;  and  his  good 
judgment,  courage,  self-reliance  and 
gentlemanly  bearing  gave  him  un- 
usual success  in  the  practice  .  .  . 
For  many  years  he  was  sent  for 
from  all  parts  of  the  adjoining  ter- 
ritory^and  was  the  trusted  and  be- 
loved physician  in  many  families  for 
two  generations.

a  man  of  simple,  intelligent  and

always  true  to  the  faith  that  was  in  him;  he  was  fond  of  society, 
given  to  hospitality,  a  lover  of  men."  Dr.  Joseph  S.  Edie  died  at  his 
home  in  Christiansburg,  Va.,  February  27,  1887. 

The  good  doctor  sent  two  of  his  sons  to  Hampden-Sydney.  The 
elder,  Charles  T.  Edie,  of  the  Class  of  1859,  was  killed  by  a  fellow  student 
in  a  silly  quarrel,  January  27,  1S57.  The  younger.  Dr.  Guy  Lewis  Edie, 
belonged  to  the  Class  of  1877  and  was  a  member  of  the  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  Fraternity;  he  graduated  in  medicine  at  the  LTniversity  of  Virginia 
in  1879;  and  entered  the  \}.  S.  Army  as  a  surgeon  in  1883.  He  was  the 
personal  physician  to  President  Taft  during  his  term  of  office;  for  a  time 
was  stationed  in  the  Philippines;  served  overseas  in  the  World  War 
having  charge  of  the  A.  E.  F.  Medical  Service  at  Brest,  France;  was 
awarded  the  Distinguished  Service  Medal  (.American)  and  was  made 
an  officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor — Colonial  Edie  retired  from  active 
service  in  1922.  News  has  recently  been  received  of  his  death  at  the 
age  of  seventy-two  in  San  Francisco,  April  8,  1930.  His  wife,  Mrs. 
Clementine  K.  Edie,  and  two  daughters  survive.

The  Faculty  and  the  Glass  of  1880

My  dear  Robert: — Pursuant  to  your  request  or  suggestion  I 
am  herewith  sending  you  information  as  to  the  numerous  Hampden- 
Sydney  incidents  and  people  that  I  encountered  in  a  trip  from 
MOBILE,  .4LA.,  to  NEIV  YORK. 

The  Montgomery  Advertiser  is  one  of  the  few  newspapers  in  the  South 
that  carries  home  manufactured  editorials.  In  the  latter  part  of  June  I 
was  reading  it  at  breakfast  one  Sunday  morning,  at  the  Battle  House, 
in  Mobile.  I  noted  a  letter  read  before  the  alumns  of  the  Ward  Belmont 
School  in  Montgomery.  It  was  from  our  friend.  Dr.  Blanton,  1879,  who 
through  his  untiring  energy  and  wonderful  promoting  ability  has  erected 
a  great  institution  with  more  national  ramifications  than  any  other  in 
the  South,  and  yet  he  did  it  without  endowments,  by  sheer  ability, 
characteristic  of  many  sons  of  our  alma  mater  when  they  get  away  from 
home  and  are  given  more  of  a  chance  than  what  they  would  have  in 
Virginia. 

I  commented  to  the  man  who  sat  opposite  to  me  at  the  table  on 
the  national  scope  of  Hampden-Sydney,  the  college  that  had  produced 
Blanton;  that  it  had  given  to  the  north  and  to  the  middle  west  more 
educators  than  any  educational  institution  in  the  Southland  and  was 
a  rival  in  attainment  to  any  of  the  north;  that  it  was  to-day  one  of  the 
relatively  few  preserving  the  old  educational  culture  adhered  to  in 
Canada  and  in  England  but  often  forsaken  in  this  country  by  those 
institutions  (chiefly  so-called  universities)  anxious  for  abnormally  large 
enrollments.  I  asked  my  vis-a-vis  whom  he  represented.  He  replied 
"Ballard's  Flour."  I  immediately  interrogated  him  as  to  who  gave  it 
greater  prestige  than  even  its  founder.  He  stated,  "Dr.  Morton."  I 
remarked,  "How  queer  a  coincidence!  He  is  a  cousin  of  the  man  now 
pushing  the  Lynchburg,  Va.,  product  of  phosphate  you  took  this  morning. 
Also  it  is  remarkable  that  both  Mortons  received  their  education  at 
Hampden-S\•dne^•."  Thanks  to  a  representative  of  the  RE.\D  PHOS- 
PHATE COxMPANY  (founded  bv  Isaac  Read,  1852,  and  much  en- 
larged by  A.  C.  Read,  1883,  and  I.  Mayo  Read,  1887). 

In  the  small  town  of  Bay  Minette  I  had  lunch  with  my  friend,  Ewing, 
of  New  York,  son  of  Gen.  Ewing  and  nephew  of  Gen.  Sherman  of  the 
Union  Army.  Ewlng's  wife  is  a  first  cousin  of  R.  O.  Lucke,  1908,  and 


the  descendant  of  Carringtons  who  graced  Hampden-Sydney  for  one 
hundred  or  more  years.  I  felt  very  comfortable  when  I  drove  with 
Ewing  to  Pensacola  and  there  met  dear  Sam  Pasco,  brother  of  my  chum, 
"Billy."  Sam  has  done  everything  we  expected  of  him.  No  one  is  more 
highly  respected  professionally  or  as  a  citizen  than  he  is  in  Pensacola. 
The  sole  complaint  I  have  of  him  is  that  he  sent  his  sons  to  the  University 
of  Florida.  I  believe  he  would  not  have  done  this  if  the  Kiffies  had 
learned  to  send  him  earlier  some  letters  about  what  they  were  doing.  I 
only  wish  the  colleges  of  Virginia  would  learn  the  real  value  of  college 
organizations  in  holding  the  loyalty  of  Alumni.  But  nearly  all  of  our 
Southern  Colleges  from  theUniversity  of  Virginia  down  to  the  new  Duke — 
are,  like  the  Canadian  institutions,  indifferent  to  their  value.  At  in- 
stitutions like  Williams,  Amherst  and  Kenyon,  where  national  spirit  is 
weak  and  never  mentioned,  the  Alumni  run  the  College  through  their 
chapters.  Amherst  College  is  a  small  institution  of  about  600.  Yet  each 
year  from  900  to  1,000  Alumni  attend  Commencement  from  all  over  the 
United  States.  Their  wives  and  their  daughters  attend  also.  Your 
Commencement  attendance  at  Hampden-Sydney,  thanks  to  Walker 
and  the  support  he  has,  is  larger,  proportionately  to  yearly  enrollment, 
than  that  of  any  other  college  in  Virginia,  North  Carolina  and  Maryland. 
For  instance,  Washington  and  Lee,  according  to  its  Alumni  Magazine, 
returned  about  seven  per  cent,  and  Hampden-Sydney  this  year  returned 
eighty  per  cent,  of  its  student  attendance  from  its  Alumni. 

I  stopped  in  North  Carolina  en  route  north  to  visit  an  Alumnus  too 
modest  to  have  his  name  mentioned  as  developing  the  only  tin  mine 
in  the  South.  He  has  been  given  credit  by  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey  for  original  research.  This  information,  of  course,  will  be  pleasing 
to  those  readers  who  fancy  that  the  accolade  of  approval  from  Uncle 
Sam  is  conclusive  of  perfection.  In  the  motor  bus  from  Charlotte  to 
Raleigh  I  encountered  a  man  who  was  acquainted  with  the  fine  work  at 
Duke  University  of  Dr.  W.  W.  Elliott  ('18),  and  asked  if  I  knew  him 
in  Virginia.  Again  I  was  reminded  of  the  national  cementing  influences 
of  the  College  on  the  "Hill."  .\s  soon  as  I  passed  over  the  Virginia  line 
I  found  out  that  I  had  gone  very  near  "Thornfield,"  the  estate  of  Jos. 
Scales,  '95,  of  New  York,  whose  name  is  known  as  one  of  the  big  men 
in  the  Union  Carbide  Company.  I  also  saw  frequent  notices  that  George 
Walker's  entertainers  would  furnish  music  to  Chase  City,  Keysville, 
the  Duck  Pond,  etc.  When  passing  through  Farmville,  I  noted  a  number 
of  Walker's  signs  regarding  his  musical  prodigies.  Robert  Brock  assured 
me  that  he  was  a  different  Walker  and  my  mind  was  relieved.  I  first 
thought  that  Virginia's  old  college  was  copying  something  from  the 
university  of  a  near-by  state  in  furnishing  traveling  bands  of  musicians 
to  play  at  any  dance  so  long  as  it  was  white. 

When  I  reached  New  York  I  ensconced  myself  in  the  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  Club,  106  West  Fifty-Sixth  Street,  which  is  the  largest  college 
club  in  New  York,  except  the  University  and  DKE  clubs.  As  at  the 
Deke,  Beta  and  Psi  U  clubs  many  of  the  roomers  are  not  members  of  the 
fraternity.  These  non-members  often  are  more  interested  than  the 
initiated.  The  old  Delta  Club  was  reorganized  chiefly  through  my 
efforts.  They  started  with  a  lease  twenty  years  ago  and  now  have  prop- 
erty worth  more  than  $500,000.  Of  the  various  endowed  rooms  not  a 
single  one  is  to  the  memory  of  a  southern  college.  And  in  this  connec- 
tion it  is  sad  to  relate  that  no  decorative  feature  of  a  northern  university 
club  contains  a  seal  (escutcheon)  of  a  single  southern  college.  And  yet 
the  second  to  be  founded,  William  and  NIary,  and  the  first  to  be  rec- 
ognized as  a  University  by  critical  Germany,  the  University  of  Virginia, 
are  at  least  worth  memorializing  in  such  a  manner.  William  and  Mary 
is  the  only  American  College  that  has  received  a  patent  to  its  arms. 
My  trip  has  ended  by  a  delightful  stay  at  Jim  Pettitt's  home,  Roseland, 
in  Nelson  County,  where  I  am  to  make  some  geological  studies.  The 
Alumni  notes  appended  will  furnish  the  reader  with  additional  evidences 
of  the  National  influences  for  good   that  Hampden-Sydney  brings.

Two  More  Generals  to  Ornament 
The  Alumni  Roster

Sharpe  Carter,  a  student  at  Hampden-Sydney,  Class  of  1834  (son  of 
William  and  grandson  of  Raleigh  Carter),  of  "Hickorv  Hill,"  Nottoway, 
had  William  R.  Carter  (born  April  22,  1833;  died  July's,  1864),  C.  S.  A., 
who  died  of  wounds  received  at  the  battle  of  Trevillians.  William  Carter 
followed  family  traditions  and  graduated  from  Hampden-Sydne\',  1852, 
with  the  highest  honors.  He  later  studied  law  and  at  the  beginning  of 
the  war  he  was  a  partner  of  Howard  &  Sands,  in  Richmond.  He  entered 
as  a  private  in  the  Nottoway  Cavalry.  He  was  advanced  to  the  post  of 
Colonel  of  the  Third  Virginia  Regiment.  Shortly  before  being  wounded 
he  received  his  commission  as  a  Brigadier  General. 

General  Benjamin  William  Sheridan  Cabell,  1808,  born  May  10,  1793, 
son  of  Joseph  C,  of  "Repton,"  and  his  wife,  Pocahontas  Boiling.  Edu- 
cated at  Hampden-Sydney,  married,  December  16,  1816,  Sallie  Doswell, 
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daughter  of  Maj.  Jolin  Doswell,  of  Nottoway.  He  settled  at  Bridgewater 
in  Pittsylvania.  He  was  a  successful  practitioner  of  medicine  after  the 
Revolutionary  War.  His  estate  was  called  "Callands."  He  furnished 
six  sons  to  the  Confederate  States  Army.  I  believe  all  six  entered  as 
privates  and  became  officers.  Dr.  Cabell  was  successively  major,  colonel, 
brigadier-general  and  finally  major-general.  He  died  April  ig,  1862. 
"Callands,"  to  the  new  regime  in  Virginia,  is  now  known  as  the 
"Old  Moorman  Place."

Rev.  Thomas  C.  Cook,  1929,  a  graduate  of  Union  Theological

Campbell  on  which  was  built  the  Colonial  residence  of  the  Campbell 
family. 

From  an  article  in  The  Presbyterian  of  the  South  by  Dr.  Walter  L. 
Lingle,  we  learn  that  Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton,  1910,  has  written 
and  published  a  book,  bearing  the  title  "Medicine  in  Virginia  in  the 
Seventeenth  Century."  As  stated,  the  book  "begins  with  the  first  per- 
manent English  settlement  in  the  United  States  at  Jamestown,  Va.,  in 
1607,  and  traces  the  diseases,  the  medicines,  and  the  physicians  of  those 
early  colonists  for  a  hundred  years.  It  is  an  interesting  and  informing 
book."  Dr.  Blanton  was  Dr.  Lingle's  family  physician  while  the  latter 
was  a  resident  of  Richmond,  and  won  his  patients'  affection  and  ad- 
miration by  his  character  and  professional  skill.  May  the  office  of  "The 
Doctors  Blanton"  at  828  west  Franklin  Street  long  continue  to  relieve 
the  many  ills  to  which  ffesh  is  heir. 

Alexander  Watson  Weddell,  1861,  B.  L.,  of  the  University  of  Virginia, 
was  born  at  Tarboro,  N.  C,  in  1841.  He  was  First  Lieutenant  in  the 
C.  S.  A.,  41st  Virginia  Regiment  of  Mahone's  Brigade.  After  the  war, 
he  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  and  was  editorial  writer  on  the  staff  of  the 
Petersburg  Index-Appeal.  Later  he  was  ordained  priest  in  the  Episcopal 
Church,  became  a  distinguished  Doctor  of  Divinity  and  was  rector  of 
Old  St.  John's  Church  in  Richmond  for  eight  years  prior  to  his  death, 
December  6,  1883. 

Recently,  his  three  children — Misses  Margaret  and  Elizabeth 
Weddell  and  Dr.  Alexander  W.  Weddell,  of  Richmond,  Va. — presented 
a  portrait  of  their  father  to  the  Confederate  Museum.  On  this  occasion 
a  paper  dealing  with  the  life's  work  of  Lieutenant  Weddell  was  read 
by  Miss  Susan  B.  Harrison,  curator  of  the  Museum. 

Our  good  friend.  Rev.  J.  F.  Minor  Simpson,  1916,  is  now  in  the  far 
north.

Necrology 


The  many  friends  of  the  Reveley  boys  wish  to  extend  to  them  sincere 
sympathy  in  the  death  of  their  revered  father.  Rev.  J.  G.  Reveley,  Ph.  D., 
of  Capon  Bridge — much  beloved  pastor  and  useful  member  of  Winchester 
Presbytery.  Mr.  Reveley's  death  occurred  at  the  Memorial  Hospital 
in  Winchester,  .\ugust  19,  1930,  following  a  serious  operation  for  an 
infection  of  the  leg.  Four  of  his  sons  have  been  students  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College — David  Robert,  B.  A.,  1926;  John  Gibson,  Jr.,  B.  S. 
1926;  Hughes  Kennedy,  B.  S.,  1930;  and  William  George  of  the  Class 
of  1932.  The  staff  of  The  Record  assures  these  young  men  that  they 
have  been  affectionately  remembered  in  this  time  of  trial  and  expresses 
the  wish  that  they  may  all  imitate  the  example  set  them  by  their  honored 
father  and  that  they  may  serve  their  day  and  generation  as  he  did  during 
his  useful  life. 

John  Daily  Hawkins,  1927,  a  member  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Big 
Island,  Va.,  School  for  the  past  five  years,  died  at  Pikesville,  Kentucky, 
August  19,  1930.  He  was  buried  at  Dublin,  Va. 

Rev.  William  Chinn,  .A.  B.,  1876;  D.  D.,  1927,  son  of  Hugh  and 
Emily  Chinn,  was  born  at  Marshall,  Va.,  September  I,  1854.  His  death 
occurred  at  Warrenton,  Va.,  August  2,  1930.  He  graduated  from  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Va.,  in  1880;  took  graduate  work  in  Chicago 
University,  and  held  pastorates  in  Stafford  County,  Va.,  at  -Accomac 
and  Suffolk,  Va.,  and  in  Rockville,  Md.  His  greatest  work  was  done  in 
Warrenton,  Va.,  to  which  he  gave  twenty-seven  years  of  service,  enriched 
by  his  ripe  scholarship  and  mature  Christian  experience.  Of  this  long 
pastorate.  The  Fauquier  Democrat  says:  "The  results  of  his  twenty-seven 
years  of  ministry  cannot  be  tabulated  .  .  .  There  have  been  in  this  long 
ministry  intangible,  unseen  fruits,  circles  of  influence  for  truth  and 
righteousness  that  only  eternity  can  unfold  .  .  .  The  ripe  fruit  has  been 
gathered,  the  golden  grain  garnered." 

Dr.  Chinn  is  survived  by  his  wife  (nee  Miss  Nannie  Chamberlain) 
and  by  a  sister,  Miss  Martha  J.  Chinn. 

Hon.  William  Baird  Mcllwaine,  one  of  Hampden-Sydney's  most 
distinguished  Alumni,  died  in  Petersburg,  Va.,  August  11,  1930.  Mr. 
Mcllwaine  was  the  son  of  the  late  Robert  Dunn  and  Lucy  Atkinson 
Mcllwaine  and  the  nephew  of  Dr.  Richard  Mcllwaine  for  twenty-one 
years  President  of  the  College.  Born  in  Petersburg,  Va.,  October  4, 
1854,  he  was  a  Bachelor  of  .Arts  of  the  College  of  the  Class  of  1873, 
ranking  high  in  that  class  of  distinguished  men.  .Admitted  to  the  Bar 
in  1878,  he  soon  stood  in  the  front  rank  of  his  profession.  .A  brief  catalogue 
of  his  activities  as  a  public  man  would  read  about  as  follows:  Member  of 
the  City  Council  of  Petersburg;  member  of  the  House  of  Delegates  of 
Virginia  1891-93;  member  of  the  State  Senate  for  twelve  years;  counsel 
for  the  .Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad;  president  of  the  Petersburg  Tele- 
phone Co.;  president  of  the  American  Bank  and  Trust  Co.;  presidential 
elector  in  1896;  member  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  University  of 
Virginia. 

Mr.  Mcllwaine  was  a  member,  while  at  College,  of  the  "Phip" 
Society  and  of  the  Chi  Phi  Fraternity.  Later  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  Honorary  Fraternity  and  was  actively  interested  in 
Fraternal  Orders — the  Masons,  and  the  Odd  Fellows,  and  was  for  many 
years  a  member  of  the  Westmoreland  and  of  the  University  Clubs. 

Mr.  Mcllwaine's  first  wife  was  Miss  Jane  Maury  Pegram  and  his 
second  was  Miss  S.  J.  .A.  Claiborne.  The  latter,  w-ith  her  children — Rev. 
W.  B.  Mcllwaine,  D.  D.,  Mrs.  Edgar  S.  Bowling,  Miss  Lucy  .A.  Mc- 
llwaine and  Mrs.  W.  T.  Thompson — survives. 

We  quote  from  the  Petersburg  Progress-Appeal  of  .August  11,  1930: 
"Mr.  ^IcIlwaine's  well-rounded  character  would  have  made  him  an 
outstanding  figure  in  any  community.  .At  the  Bar,  in  civil  life  generally, 
and  in  his  Church,  his  wise  counsel,  his  steadfastness,  his  devotion  to 
what  he  conceived  to  be  the  right  gave  him  a  place  in  the  regard  of  those 
who  knew  him  which  few  men  have  occupied  and  of  which  few  are 
worthv." 
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Mrs.  Susan  Watklns  Morton,  wife  of  James  Raymond  .Morion.  1880, 
died  in  Savannah,  Ga.,  June  16,  1930.  NTrs.  Morton  was  the  daughter 
of  Dr.  Henry  Watlcins  and  Susan  .^gnes  Walker,  his  wife,  and  was  born 
June  14,  1865.  She  was  married  to  J.  R.  Morton  at  "Roselawn,"  Prince 
Edward  County,  V'a.,  August  12, 1 891,  and  had  spent  most  of  her  married 
life  in  Savannah.  Her  husband  is  the  great-grandson  of  Major  James 
Morton,  the  "Solid  Column"  of  Hampden-Sydney's  history.  A  son, 
J;  R.  Morton,  Jr.,  and  a  daughter.  Miss  Louise  Alorton,  survive  to 
comfort  their  father  in  this  time  of  trial.  Mrs.  Morton's  character  was 
one  of  rare  beauty;  and  Christian  graces  were  hers  in  full  measure, 
enabling  her  to  adorn  her  home  and  to  make  her  impress  upon  the  Church 
and  the  world.  To  her  bereaved  husband,  the  Alumni  Editor  extends 
sincere  sympathy. 

Federal  Judge  William  Lee  Estes,  .4.  B.,  iSgi,  LL.  D.,  1926,  of  the 
Eastern  District  of  Texas,  died  at  his  home  in  Texarkana,  Texas,  June 
14,  1930,  in  consequence  of  a  paralytic  stroke  suffered  four  days  pre- 
viously. Judge  Estes  was  a  graduate  of  the  Law  School  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Texas,  began  the  practice  of  Law  in  Texarkana  in  1894,  and 
since  February  18,  1920,  had  been  a  Federal  Judge.  He  was  59  years 
of  age,  being  born  October  18,  1870.  A  brief  sketch  of  Judge  Estes'  life 
and  work  will  be  found  in  The  Record,  V'ol  L,  No.  i,  October,  1926, 
Page  16. 

Mathew  Walton  Venable,  1866,  son  of  Thomas  F.  and  Mary  P. 
Venable,  descendant  of  Capt.  Nathaniel  Venable  of  "Slate  Hill,"  was 
born  at  "Scott  Green,"  Prince  Edward  County,  V'a.,  April  8,  1847,  and 
died  May  22,  1930,  in  Charleston,  W.  V'a.  He  entered  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  in  1863;  but,  as  soon  as  he  reached  the  age  for  enlist- 
ment, he  entered  the  Confederate  .-Vrmy  as  a  member  of  Company  H, 
First  Regiment  of  Engineers,  and  served  with  marked  distinction  to 
the  end  of  the  war.  He  inmiediately  entered  the  school  of  Engineering 
at  the  University  of  Virginia  and  completed  his  course  in  1867.  Since 
that  time  he  had  li\'ed  mainly  in  Kentuck\',  Tennessee  and  VV^est  V'lr- 
ginia,  where  he  did  some  notable  professional  work.  Some  years  ago, 
^l^.  Venable  published  an  autobiography,  ^'Eighty  Years  After;  or, 
Grattdpas  Story,"  a  small  volume  of  great  interest  and  value,  a  notice 
of  which  was  published  in  The  Record,  Vol.  HI,  No.  4,  Page  20. 

Mr.  Venable  was  twice  married,  his  first  wife  being  Aliss  Maria  M. 
Dyer,  of  Barboursville,  and  the  second.  Miss  Ann  Haymond  Byrne,  of 
Charleston,  VV'.  Va.  The  latter  and  many  sons  and  daughters  are  living. 

Dr.  John  Sims  VVatkins,  D.  D.,  1862,  captain  of  artillery,  C.  S.  A., 
minister  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  died  in  Spartanburg,  S.  C,  .April 
29,  1930.  He  was  born  in  Charlotte  County,  V'a.,  in  1844.  After  the  war 
he  attended  the  University  of  V'irginia  and  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
then  at  Hampden-Sydney.  He  served,  as  pastor,  the  old  Roanoke 
Church  in  Charlotte  County,  Va.,  the  First  Church  of  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
and  the  First  Church  of  Spartanburg,  S.  C.  Of  the  last-named  Church 
he  was  active  pastor  for  twent>'-tive  years  and  for  fourteen  years  more 
pastor  emeritus.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  who  was  Miss  Alary  Cole- 
man, of  Fredericksburg,  V'a.,  and  by  five  daughters  and  one  son. 

Charles  VVilber  McDonald,  A.  B.,  1893,  B.  D.,  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  D.  D.,  1926,  died  at  Madison,  VV.  Va..  Juh'  3,  1930.  He  had 
done  a  varied  work  as  evangelist,  pastor  and  teacher.  'I"he  record 
would  be  as  follows:  Minister,  Olivet  Chapel;  pastor.  Iron  Gate,  Va.; 
evangelist,  Albemarle  Presbytery;  pastor,  at  Parsons,  VV.  Va.,  and  of 
Tygart's  V'alley  Church;  superintendent.  Home  Missions.  Kanawha 
Presbytery;  evangelist,  Madison,  W.  V'a.;  superintendent  of  Synodical 
School  of  West  Virginia.  He  was  married  January,  1901,  Huntington, 
W.  Va.,  to  Aliss  Lelia  O.  Ramsey. 

Calvin  VV'ilson,  1866,  C.  S.  A.,  was  born  in  Cumberland  County,  Va., 
November  14.  1845,  and  died  at  his  home  "Bonbrook,"  October  8,  1925. 
Three  of  his  daughters  were  missionaries  in  China,  as  follows;  Miss 
.\nnie  R.  V.  Wilson,  Hangchow,  China;  Mrs.  Wilfred  C.  McLauchlin 
(Elizabeth),  and  Mrs.  Edward  S.  Currie  (Gay) — the  two  latter  at 
Haichow,  China. 

M.AJOR  ALBERT  HOLLADAY  TODD,  A.  B.,  1857 
This  veteran — one  of  the  oldest  and  most  loyal  of  the  Alumni  of 
Hampden-Sydney — passed  to  his  reward  in  Talladega,  .-Via.,  January 
17,  1930,  after  an  illness  of  pneumonia.  He  was  a  native  of  Prince 
Edward,  having  been  born  at  Prince  Edward  Court  House  (now  Wors- 
ham),  Va.,  September  26,  1838.  His  Class — that  of  1857 — contained 
many  men  of  rare  ability,  of  bright  promise  and  of  distinguished  achieve- 
ment. Thirty  members,  at  least,  of  this  Class  were  in  the  Confederate 
States  Army,  some  of  them  making  the  supreme  sacrifice  for  the  Southern 
cause.  The  names  of  a  few  will  serve  to  illustrate  the'grade  of  men  in 
this  Class — James  Dinwiddle,  soldier,  professor,  college  president; 
J.  P.  Fitzgerald,  colonel  and  lawyer;  H.  G.  Hill,  the  "grand  old  man  of 
North  Carolina;"  Henry  S.  Reynolds,  one  of  the  "H.  S.  Boys"  and 
throughout  life  a  warm  friend  of  the  College;  J.  H.  Tillinghast,  the 
veteran  clergyman  who  still  feels  young;  Paul  C.  V  enable,  captain  and 
staff  officer  with  Gen.  Wade  Hampton;  Richard  AL  Venable,  major  of 
engineers,  professor,  lawyer  and  philanthropist. 


When  the  war  began,  Mr.  Todd  joined  the  army,  serving  in  Company 
K,  'Fhird  V  irginia  Cavalry.  After  the  surrender,  he  became  a  teacher, 
first  in  Talladega,  .Ala.,  then  in  the  Kentucky  Military  Institute,  where 
he  taught  Latin  and  Greek  until  failing  health  made  it  necessary  for  him 
to  return  to  Talladega  where  he  afterwards  made  his  home,  loved  and 
respected  more  and  more  as  the  years  rolled  by.  Only  occasionally  was 
he  able  to  revisit  the  scenes  of  his  childhood  and  youth;  but  his  visits 
brought  pleasure  to  all  who  met  him.  He  was  familiar  with  the  past 
history  of  Prince  Edward,  and  remembered  well  the  prominent  citizens 
and  interesting  places  of  the  palmiest  days  of  the  county.  .Another 
link  that  connected  us  with  the  past  is  broken. 

Rev,  James  Robertson  Bridges,  .A.  B.,  1874,  D.  D.,  died  at  Montreat, 
N.  C,  July  19,  1930.  He  was  born  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  September  29, 
1852,  the  son  of  James  R.  Bridges,  Sr.,  and  Mary  Dandridge  Robinson. 
-After  graduating  at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  where  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Union  Literary  Society  and  of  the  Phi  Kappa  Psi  Fraternity,  he 
drifted  to  the  far  west  and  taught  for  a  time  in  California.  He  entered 
L'nion  Theological  Seminary,  then  located  at  Hampden-Sydney,  V'a., 
and  graduated  in  May,  1880,  and  was  licensed  by  VV'est  Hanover  Presby- 
tery, April  23d  of  that  year,  serving  as  evangelist  in  Kentucky,  for 
eighteen  months.  Ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  West  Texas  in  1881, 
he  spent  nearly  two  years  in  the  Home  Mission  field  of  Texas.  In  1883, 
Dr.  Bridges  took  charge  of  a  Home  Mission  Chapel  in  Baltimore.  Md., 
and  in  1885  he  became  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Leesburg, 
Va.  In  1889  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  church  in  Salem,  Va.,  and  later 
went  to  the  church  in  Columbia,  Mo.,  when  he  labored  for  three  years; 
after  which  he  moved  to  Orlando,  Fla.  Elected  President  of  the  Presby- 
terian College  for  Women  in  Charlotte,  N.  C,  he  took  up  his  duties  there 
and  continued  in  this  work,  1899-1911.  For  eighteen  years  he  was 
editor-in-chief  of  the  Presbyterian  Standard.  Dr.  Bridges  left  of  his 
immediate  family  his  widow,  .Mrs.  Ann  MacGill  Bridges;  two  daughters, 
Mrs.  J.  T.  VV'est,  of  Winter  Haven,  Fla.,  and  Mrs.  Gordon  Oltman,  of 
Charlotte;  three  sons,  J.  R.  Bridges,  Jr.,  of  Lincolnton,  N.  C,  Edwin  B. 
Bridges  and  Robert  Bridges,  of  Charlotte — the  two  first  named  .Alumni 
of  Hampden-Sydney,  the  alma  mater  of  other  relatives,  also,  of  our 
esteemed  and  distinguished  friend.
